In two cases however, for want of proper discipline, the pu- 
pils lost theif interest in study, and the examinations made at 
the close of the terms were very unsatisfactory to us. 

One school is reported to have been annoyed by outside 
influences which made it exceedingly unpleasant for the 
teacher and pupils. 


SCHOOL GOVERNMENT. 


“Order is Heaven’s first law,’ and good government is the 
first principle to be established in school management. 

Nothing great or good can be accomplished successfully 
without order, 

The young woman who is lacking in personal force, and 
has not the faculity of maintaining good discipline in the 
school room will not make a successful teacher, whatever 
other qualifications she may possess. 

And if she allows her pupils to make rules tor the governs 
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ment of her school, she will soon learn that her word is not 
law, nor her presence of much account. 

The teachers’ attitude or bearing toward her pupils 
should be suchas will command respect rather than good 
will; for that which is most pleasing to the child, is often 
found to be the thing which is the least beneficial, hence, the 
child should be educated with reference to his future welfare, 
rather than his present enjoyment. _ 

All vain amusements, which tend to divert the pupils atten- 
tion from study shoald beavoided, and the importance of mak- 
ing a wise use of school privileges should be kept eoatinually 
before their minds. 

The law clothes the teaeher with ample power to administer 
proper discipline in school and to require pupiis to use carefully 
school buildings, furniture, books and other school property 
belonging to the town; and holds her responsible for the en- 
forcement of the same. 


TEXT BOOKS. 


Our text books have been in use eight years, many of them 
badly worn, and unfit for service. A change is needed to keep 
up an interest in our schools. Every expefienced teacher knows 
the value of new books in schocl work, 

We do not advise a complete change to be made in one year, 
but it is now time to make a beginning. 

Harpers’ series of readers that have given good satisfaction 
in the past seem to have fulfilled their mission with us, and 
should now be supplanted by some other series of more re- 
cent make. 

We advise thatthe sum of $100 be raised and appro- 
priated for the purchase of school books the ensuing year.
